1. (Currently aoi exi ded) A metliod of redirecting a call firom a data pmcessing 
system having a first address to another device having another address, comprising the 
steps of: 

receiving at tlie data processing system, a registration notice of an incoming call 
from a server; 

responsive to receiviog the registration notice, providing a user with an option to 
redirect the routing of the call prior to establishing a communication connection between 
an origijoator of the incoming call and the data processing system : 

receiving user input in response to providing the option to redirect the routing of 
the incoming call, wherein the user input identifies a new address of another device, otlier 
than the data processing system, to which the incoming call is to be routed; and 

i*esponsive to receiving tlie user input, transmitting the new address to which the 
incoming call is to be redirected. 



2. (Original) The method as reci ted in claim 1, wherein said data processing system 
is apei'sonal digital assistant. 

3. (Original) The method as recited in claim 1, wherein said data processing system 
is a laptop computer 

4. (Original) The method as recited in claim 1, wherein said data processing system 
is a portable computing device. 

5. (Original) The method as recited in claim 1, wherein said data processing system 
is a wireless device.
